system , leaflets. balloons or kites over 
the prison (you can hang light curtain net 
banners from them), all are good ideas. 
Though the media are crap we'd be letting 
down the prisoners if we don ’ l use an,v ruse 
to get them down there and get them on our 
side. Most people don’t even know there are 
at least 30 people banged up over this 
rotten tax! We could also feed stories about 
the prisoners to journalists and propose 
videos to the various TV companies. 

If there's no prisoners near where you are 
that's no reason not to have a demo,however 
samil..(courts, copshops, councils, etc). 
Lets see what, we can do together*

Nearly a year of aiy life was spent 
waiting to be sentenced of not 

knowing what the fuck was going to happen, a 
year of total despair. 

Anything achieved, 'any "roots"put down, 
any relationship formed was destroyed by the 
memory of some smarmy C.I.D. bastard talking 
about ’Two Year Stretches and ’Being Up With 
The Big Boys’. 

I’m not being flippant about the mental 
torture of being fed through the judicial 
system. it’s fuckin' awful but some good 
points did come out of it. 

Once I was sent down, things only got 
better. which wasn’t hard. I realised just 
how full of shit the C.I.D. were when 1 
copped 6 months instead of two years. I was 
lucky, the judge I was put in front of vros 
slightly less insane than some of the 
others. I can’t explain how I feel when 1 
read of 3 or 4 year sentences, it could have 
so easily been me . 

As I said 1 was so lucky but I was 
still going down which didn't exactly 
appeal. Don’t believe the myth. I won't go 
into immense detail about life ’inside'; 
it’s basically very. very, very fuckin' 
borin’. I felt lonely and scared at times 
but these fears passed as did the time. 

My first two weeks of Bang-Up’ were by

Life continued its repetitive cycle 
broken by letters + the odd visit.

So 4 v,. I’ve survived. Doing so I have 
beaten one of the'biggest fears of my life. 
I’m not- recommending that anyone should do 
the same but if it becomes .inevitable, 
please be strong. T know it’s easy for me to 
say being one of the luckier ones but you 
will come through. 

Not t everyone wishes to partake in 
direct action It’s one of the ultimate 
weapons the State has, like a spoilt child 
that refuses to listen.. Government will take 
those who show their unhappiness + disgust 
and keep them from spreading this dangerous 
truth. Don’t let this happen.

T was *\>‘ery i.nterest^d in your ne ws i e 1 1 er 
idea which you ‘have produced for the benefit, 
of all those imprisoned for the benefit of 
those imprisoned through the po i 1 tax’, be 
they those arrested on Demo’s or just, those 

who refuse to pay it.One of the most 

worn oxi t arguments I have heard on this 
subject is that w«> roust obey tho law 
regardless of whether the tax is unjust or 


unfair; sueh an a 11 i t ude hay a 11 owe<J 
tyrannical lows to escape judicial review 
for too 1 ong , a rid it’s pa tent I y o b v i ou s 
'Poll Tax’ is an imposition that the 
majority of people do not want, or desire to 
have; It represents misrule by a cold 
calculating body of peopLe who measure life 
only in terms of economic values rather than 
considering the value of life itself. The 
Poll Tax that has been introduced however 
w?i s t h « p r oduc t o f Spite arid Contempt : Spite 
against a large percentage of people who do 
not support the government or its 
po \ icios.... 


Anyhow I decided from the very outset 
of Poll Tax to m»*ke an open stance on 
Principle to Refuse to pay it; every letter 
or demand I received from the Council I 
returned back with ’’refused” marked through 
them in large bold lettering. T felt there 
was no point in pretence; it was a question 
of either being willing to pay, however 

small the sum, or a total refusal. 

When along with many others 1 was 
brought before the court last September to 
have a liability order put against me f just 
told the magistrates ** I refuse to pay it**, 
likewise with the Privato Bai1 i f fs s ent 
round to collect the debt- I just told them 
to clear off! Any further letters i just 
wrote through thorn "Refused to Pay'.

Now the comparisons that can be drawn 
are the ’1st * Refusal to pay case IE. Bryan 
Wright sentenced to 21 days at Grantham, 
Lines. on or about Dec 15th 1990.He was 
»*o leased after serving 5 days only. . .the 
second was ori tho T.of Wight, in Jan. this 
year, and again ho was released early. 
I'm *ho third case in the country for 
’Refusal’ to pay. ’Steve Benhorn’ was the 
fourth, and until Kri . 5th April he was 
"bailed” by tho solicitor of the East Dorset 
A PTE . 


His* c&se was however different, his was 
’’culpable neglect”, since he had no money 
whatsoever and the magistrates at Poole 
didn’t believe him when he said he hadn’t 
earned anything or was drawing some benefit 
of some kind. 

The solicitor had to apply to a High 
court in London for ’Bail’ since local 
magistrates refused his application. Being 
bailed out means he will have to appear at 


another court hearing for a "means test”. 

„ "A means test" was. in fact offeree* to

me, but T refused it; for once the 
magistrates have made an enforcement order 
against you (IE. You have to pay a fixed sum 
set by -them) then any default means you’re 
under a suspended sentence of 30 days 
imprisonment; So it might as well bo 

refused v point blank otherwise you have 
lost your stand on "Principle”. 

My case hit the headlines of the 
Bournemouth Echo for the ?3rd of March(My 
Birthday)* TAX PROTEST MAN JAILED-first man 
in Dorset to be jailed for refusing to 
pay.etc. I’ve had a number of letters from 
supporters of the North Dorset A.PTU offering 
encouragement: some turned up outside the 

Prison on Sat 30th of March for a small 
do ac oris i rati on .

PRACTICAL SUPPORT 

The poll tax has mobilised the ordinary people of this 

country and brought them onto the streets in protest as no other 
issue since the war. The State and its servants the police have 
responded in the only way they know how, direct attack on people 
demonstrating their anger -and opposition to this insane tax As a 
result hundreds of people are.facing charges and possible impris¬ 
onment. Others have already been convicted or sent to prison by 
vindictive magistrates and judges, still more are imprisoned 
whi.e waiting for trial. The Trafalgar Square Defendants Campaign 
was founded to* he.lp people fight the charges against them from 
the mass demonstration on the 31st of March, The Prisoners Group 
LS a section of the TSDC set up specifically to look after the

However these visits do have to be coordinated as only 
one visit is allowed a day. If you want to visit o remanded 
prisoner please contact the Prisoners Group at the TSDC office. 
If you're on Income Support or a low income (eg Pensions, 
Family Credit, Dss Certificate) you can get assistance for 
visits. but, like most benefits, there are many restrictions.
